SEIZE HIPOLITO VILLA 
‘ON FEDERAL CHARGE 


Havana Police’ Arrest Outlaw’s 
Brother at Request. of the- 
American Minister.

HAVANA, ..Cuba, Feb. 7. — Hipolito 
Villa, brother of Pancho Villa, was ar- 
rested by Government: police tonight 
at the request of the American Minis- 
ter. 

While the, police: refused. to’ disclose 
the charge, it was learned authorita- 
tively that the prisoner was accused 
of having destroyed part of a railroad 
near El Paso, Texas. 

Villa was indignant, and goclaied that 
the arrest was prompted solely by a de- 
sire of Americans to. prevent his brother 
from killing Americans. 

““ My. brother cares little for my life 
and my arrest,”’-he said. ‘‘ Americans 
will not deter him.” 

Villa was confined in jail, pending 
extradition.

‘AMSTERDAM, Feb. 7.—Prince Oscar 
of Prussia, fifth son of Emperor Will- 
iam, has. been slightly wounded in the 
head and on the upper part of the thigh 
by shell splinters during the fighting in 
the astern war.theatre, according to a 
Berlin official report received here. 

Prince. Oscar: was wounded at Virton, 
Belgium, in September, 1914. He was ill 
for a long time and was declared to be 
suffering also from an affection of the 
heart. He returned to duty in the field 
in November, 1914, and narrowly es- 
caped capture the following month dur- 
ing the fighting in Poland. 


FRENCH AVIATOR BAGS 
HIS FIFTH ADVERSARY 


Cisne ‘Only 21 Years Old 
—One of His Victims 
Was a Fokker. 


PARIS, Feb. 7.—Sergeant Pilot Guyne- 
mer,; 21 years old, of the French Flying 
Corps, has just brought down his fifth 
German adversary, and has been men- 
tioned for hie exploit in an official com- 
munication. Previously he had been 
deeordted ‘with the Cross. of the Legion 
of Honor, the War Cross, and the Mili- 
tary Medal for other: feats. 

Guynemer was a lad in college when 
the war began, and enlisted at once. 
He had never been in an aeroplane, but 
at the end of seven days of training he 
made his. trial flight for a pilot’s license, 
Six weeks’ training usually is required. 
His work at the front began in April 
of last year. It was not until Dec. 5 
that he began to: make his record by 
hunting “German aeroplanes. At that 
time he brought .down, single-handed, 
@ large German biplane. 

Sergeant Guynemer flies alone, as did 
Garros and Pegoud,. but instead of a 
monoplane he uses a great biplane, on 
which he makes ninety miles an hour.

One bill gives 
each: member of dual the right to 
appoint three instead of two midshipmen 
to Annapolis. The other appropriates 
$100,000 for addittonal building ways at 
the New York Navy Yard, and $500,000 
for a similar addition to the Mare Island 
Yard. The first bill would add 300 mid- 
ésSshipmen to the entering class at An- 
napolis next July. This bill was -passed 
173 to 0. _The other bill is designed to 
equip the two yards for construction of

GOT WARNING MONTHS AGO 


Investigation of Story of Threat: 
ened Pro-German Invasion Fol- 
lowed by Rigid Precautions.

MONTREAL, Feb. 7.—-The Dominion 
Police. Commissioner, Colonel Perey 
Sherwood, is noncommittal in regard to 
the report that the Secrét Service, of 
which he is in chargé, has Unearthed a 
German plot with widespread ramifica- 
tions. to invade Canada and destroy the 
‘Welland Canal, with the idea of ham- 
pering the future shipment of wheat to 
the Allies. It is admitted, however, 
that several months ago thé Dominion 
authorities received warning of euch a 
plot and took steps to investigate it. 
That investigation was carried out by 
the Dominion police and other detective 
agencies, and it resulted in certain defi- 
nite information being obtained which in 


‘i the eyes of the military authorities war- 


ranted a special guard being placed 
along the Welland Canal. 
It is significant that, although at other 


ol along the border the ard had 
en relaxed prior to last week, that on 
the Welland Canal has been maintained 
at.full strength day and night ever 
since the first warning was given. ‘The 
Dominion police will not admit. any re- 
cent revelations, but significance is: at- 
tached to the extensive precautionary 
méasures taken since the fire in the Par- 
liament Buildings at Ottawa... These 
méasures involved the employment of a 
ee number of soldiers to guard mu- 
nition plants, factories making other 
military supplies, elevators, dock yards, 
bridges, and public buildings. 

Of course many of these places-have 
been arsed since the beginning of the 
war, but the strength”of the guard has 
beem doubled in many instances. Every 
legislative building throughout the Do- 
minion is now patrolled day and night, 
within and without, by an armed guard. 

At strategic points on the border from 
which a sudden blow might be struck 
special precautionary measures \haye 

taken. The Canadian authutities 
are well aware of certain German or- 
ganizations which have been effected in 
the last few months and long ago took 
steps to checkmate any attempt to strike 
at Canadian waterways or other vital 
means of communication. Nothing in 
the nature of an official statement for 
publication from any Secret Service 
agent is, of course, forthcoming, but it 
is stated on the highest authority other- 
wise that the schemes of ‘German plot- 
ters in the United States are now so well 
known in Canada that any attempt on 
the part of Germans to put them into 
effect would be met with such swift 
action by the Canadian Government as 
would paralyze the activities of- the 
Germans, : 

At the present time there is co-opera- 
tion in tracking certain evidence which 
may lead to still further revelations. 
It is not desirable, in the eyes of the 
Dominion authorities, to make public 
either the nature or the extent of their 
knowled of German plans, but it can 
be stated without fear of authentic con- 
tradiction that the Dominion Secret 
Service has in its Ssession such data 
as to enable it to feel tolerably certain 
that no step could be taken y 3 any Ger- 
man organization across e rder 
without due warning being received in 
order that the plans for meeting it, long 
since perfected, might be put into imme- 
diate operation. The authorities are 
confident that the Welland Canal will not 
be attacked, or, if it is, that the plotters 
will neither succeed.in their scheme nor 
escape the trap set for them,

Golonel Theodore Roosevelt pledged 
his support yosterday to thé movement 
organized to obtain equal rights of citi- 
zenship for the Jews in every country 
of Europe at the end of war. The 
Colonel made clear his position in the 
matter at a small informal luncheon 
tendered to him at Little Hungary, 257 
Bast Houston Street, where he had been 
invited to meet a number of Jews liv- 
ing on the east side, among whom were 
several prominent rabbis, . 

In hia speech Colonel Roosevelt: em- 
rhasized the fact that in his personal 
and political life he had always placed 
Jew and non-Jew on the same level of 
real merit, and he promised that he 
would use whatever intluence he pos- 
seseed in this country to persuade the 
United States to take such a position 
that when peace came she would give 
the’ world to understand that Jewish 
citizens in Europe must be treated with 
the same fairness and justice as the 
members of any other race, no matter 
in what nation they might dwell. 

The guests at the luncheon included 
Dr. Henry M. Leipziger, Supervisor of 
Lecturés of: New York City; Rabbi M. 
S. Margolies, President of the Union 
of Orthodox Jewish Rabbis of America; 
Robert Bacon, former United States 
Ambassador to France, and ex-State 
Senator Nathaniel Bisherg. 

Justice Gustave Hartmann, in a short 
speech; explained how he had written 
to Colonel Roosevelt, putting before 
him the platis for aiding the suffering 
Jews in the zone of war, and told of 
the Colonel’s immediate acceptance of 
hig invitation to meet a few persons 
in an informal conference on the sub- 
ject. 

\¥ Colonel Rooséyelt,"’ he said, “in the 
name. of 9,000,000 stricken Jews, we 
want to express our gratitude to you 
for the interest you have taken in our 
cause, and for your presence here to- 
day.” 

In his reply the Colonel did not rise, 
leaned forward across the table, mak- 
ing his sineerity apparent in his ges- 
tures and the earnestness with which

BURY THE PUMP. 

Thera is no quéstion that the erec- 
tion of the proposed pumping. station 
in combination with a tool house and: 
comfort station in Morningside Park, 
hetween 121st and 122d Streets, would 
destroy the original design of the 
park, which eannot be. improved 
upon. Nor ig there any question that 
the Park Department needs no tool 
house or any other building in that 
part of the park. The engineers of 
the Board of Water Supply still in- 
sist, however, that their pumping 
station tust be situated exactly at 
the» point..in the park they have 
picked out, that it cannot be placed 
out of the park and that it cannot be 
built. underground. Quite as‘ con- 
fidently engineers in the employ of 
the city have argued in the past that 
New York could never. have electric 
iroliéy Cars. unless poles with wires 
strung. on them could be erected in 
the streets, that we could not put 
the telegraph wires under ground, 
and finally that telephone 
could never be carried in under- 
ground conduits, ag the induction 
would tend to make them useless. 
Nevertheless, New York has electric 
trolleys without poles or wires in the 
streets, and our, telephone and -tele- 
graph wires are underground. 

We are convinced that if the Water 
Board’s. engineers will give more 
thought ‘to this matter of encroach- 
ing upon Morningside Park they can 
hit upon a plan to make the encroach- 
ment as unobjectionable as possible, 
perhaps to avoid it altogether. En- 
gineers and all other persons,. no 
matter hdw important.,may be | 
work on which they are employed, 
must be made to understand that al! 
schemes of park encroachment’ will 
meet.with strong and effective pub- 
lic > disapproval .when they are re- 
vealed. Such -schemes- should - be 
avoided in their plans. It may seem 
easier to occupy park land than to 
acquire other land. . the inception 
of such a scheme; it always turns 
out that the park land is not to be 
occupied for other purposes than 
legitimate park purposes without 
arousing public opposition. The op- 
position to the encroachment on 
Morningside Park is strong and in- 
creases in vigor daily. Perhaps the 
engineers will decide to build their 
pumping station underground. If a 
pipe must rise above the surface it 
can be concealed by rocks and 
shrubbery. But it would be much 
better to have no puniping’ station 
in the park at all.

LAWS FOR THE CITY’S RELIEF. 

The majority of Senator Brown’s 
committee recommends a considerable 
measure of legislation for the city’s 
financial relief.

dent choice of procedure, 
at this time entering upon the many 
contentious points raésed in either re- 
port, it will suffice now. to character- 
ize them, generally. as fair and. well 
intended bey ond what. might “have 
been expected from the circumstances 
of thé appointment -of the committee. 
There had been criticisms of the 
Legislature’s action, and it would only 
have been ‘human if there had ‘been 
more of.the spirit of retaliation in the 
committee’s findings. Its report. cer- 
tainly is critical, but not censorious, 
It is necessary to Tecognize a dispo- 
sition on the part of the Legislature, 
so far as represented by the commit- 
tee, to treat the general subject in an 
open-minded and detached manner. 
Needless to say ‘there are many details 
in both reports deserving of fuller 
consideration.

FOR THE CONTINENTAL ARMY. 

Mr. Henry L. Stimson, formerly 
Secretary of War, states the case for 
the proposed Continental Army of Sec- 
retary GARRISON, as against the case of 
the National Guard under a suggested 
system of Federal pay, more clearly 
than it has yet been presented, in a 
communication which appears on this 
page of THE Times today. He speaks 
with the authority of one who has 
mastered his subject by study at close 
range and through large experience. 
As head Of the War Department, -he 
obtained exact knowledgé of the work- 
ings of the amended Dick Jaw, under 
which arms, ammunition, and supplies 
were issued to the organized militia 
by the Federal Government, payments 
of money for special purposes wére 
made to the State organizations, and 
military training supervised by offi- 
cers of the regular army.

An arresting suggestion. How much 
= ‘the-ineredibly blind and foolish at- 
| titude of so many Americans toward 

preparedness and international diffi- 
culties is due to no other cause than 
that false teaching in those school 
histories? . In other words, how much 
definite harm have those books done, 
how much. political influence have 
they’ exercised—influence mainly for 
evil? Are those silly and mendacious 
works ‘not merely silly and menda- 
cious, but actually a power which is 
felt now in the gravest manner, so as 
to affect not only ourselves ‘but the 
world? 
\| Hitherto the demand for a reform 
in the sort of teaching our’ children 
get has been based on\a desire that 
pthey should learn truth for its own 
sake. But there are serious reasons 
of &@ public nature why they should 
learn truth and not falsehood. It’ is 
undéniable that a great number of our 
citizens never learn any history ex- 
cept the-false history they learned at 
school. This falsehood does not con- 
}sist alone in the recitation of “the 
things that did not happen,” but in 
the whole perspective. It is engravea 
in ‘the mind of the child that em- 
battled farmers had only to take their 
hunting weapons down from the wali 
to. distomfit. the British Empire; not 
easily, of course; but with no more 
difficulty than is found ‘usually in 
wars. He learns. that the war of 
1812, that war of disaster on disaster, 
defeat on defeat, was a triumph for 
the United States; his attention 1s 
focused. on the sea victories, not on 
the incessant humiliations on land. 
He does not know that for England, 
engrossed with the mighty'issues of 
the Napoleonic wars, her fight with 
us was a “ little war.” 

If he reads anything besides the 
school histories it is something even 
worse, such as CHARLES CARLETON 
Corrin’s “ Boys of '76°; worse, be- 
cause the story of our easy triumphs 
is more interestingly and convincing- 
ly told and sticks in the béyish mem- 
ory. Later in life, a man so taught 
can go forth on the stump or the 
Chautauqha’ platform and _ deliver, 
without. knowing that he is talking 
nonsensé¢, such sorrowful stuff as that 
‘if we build a dozen good roads the 
farmers will leap into their automo- 


‘| biles at the first sound of war, tra- 


verse those roads, and triumphantly 
repel the enemy as their ancestors did 
at Concord.’ He will talk about how, 
if war broke out at sunrise, a million 
Americans would be in arms by sun- 
set.' And, what is worse, he will be 
listened to and believed by men whose 
historical information is-the same as 
his own, and who think our wars were 
all triumphs and all won by em- 
battled farmers. hurrying out of the 
farmhouse to shoot retreating Brit- 
ishers from. behind hedges, or by New 
England fishermen turning their fish- 
ing smacks into privateers and at- 
tacking British men-of-war wherever 
they found them. 

The school histories have been crit- 
icised as foolish and untrue; they are 
also politically dangerous. It is not 
necessaty to do our teaching’ so 
bluntly as AMBROSE BIERCE does when 
he speaks. of the Révolution as won 
by “ the coalition of European: Powers 
“commonly knewn in American his- 
‘tory as the valor.of our forefathers,” 
gut that phrase is not more untrue 
than the other conception and vastly 
ess perilous. A nation which believes 
shat is not in so much danger of put- 
ting its’head in the lion’s mouth asa 
nation which cherishes Bennington 
and the useless adventure at Stony 
Point as important battles and thinks 
its. citizen soldiers were a match for 
British regulars.

The other lawyer said that the analogy, 
though plausible, was deceptive, because 
it failed to take ‘into account that a dis- 
pute between nations was a wholly dif- 
ferent thing, unless submitted to an in- 
ternational tribunal or arbitrators, from 
the determination of a cause between 
two private litigants in a court the ju- 
risdiction of which both, either willingly 
or unwillingly, had recognized. In the 
latter case, the right and the wrong of 
the matter is settled by jury or Judge, 
or both, and the opinions of the litigants 
are of no importance. 

When two nations are at odds, and do 
not bring in a third party, the right and 
wrong of the matter is just what they 
must settle between themselves, if they 
can, and that of reparation or damages 
is incidental and subsidiary. Hence the 
demand for an admission of illegality, 
preliminary to the acceptance of repara- 
tion, and hence, also; the inclination to 
refuse it, both sides recognizing where 
the real importance lies. 

The distinction is a rather small one, 
perhaps, but it is none the less distinctly 
visible. Closely related to it is the fre- 
quent insistence by one nation that an- 
other shall salute its flag as a salve for 
wounded. feelings or dignity assailed. 
Of no intrinsic consequence, such salutes 
are full of meaning, and the granting or 
withholding of them after offense com- 
mitted or taken has often been decisive 
of peace or war.

As 10 per cent. of 
Good Advice all deaths in the

Winter Days. 1. Federal Public 
Health Service has been well advised in 
preparing and widely circulating a leaf- 
let telling people many things which it 
would be well for them all to know in 
regard to that particularly dangerous 
malady. ‘This information, one notices 
somewhat sadly, deals wholly with pre- 
vention and not at all with cure. As 
a matter of unfortunate fact, however, 
that is as it should be, for theré is no 
such thing as a specific cure for pneu- 
monia, it being what the doctors call a 
mixed infection, and all that can be 
done, or nearly all, after the disease 
has been contracted, is to give *‘ nature ”’ 
the best possible chance to exercise its 
defensive and reparative power. 

Before that there is much that can be 
accomplished in the way of avoidance 
and precaution, but not a few of the 
measures to be taken, alas! are difficult 
or impossible for the great majority of 
us: Keeping out of crowded public 
vehicles, for instance, is practicable only 
for the ‘‘ carriage folk,’ and hardly for 
them, either, all of the time, in a city 
like New York. Yet our street cars of 
various sorts are the places where pneu- 
nomia can be most easily caught. 

In effect, the advice of the Public 
Health Service is to keep in a state of 
health sufficiently vigorous to with- 
stand the inevitable assaults of the as- 
sorted pneumonia ‘* bugs.’”’ People seem- 
ingly in perfect health are sometimes at- 


jtacked, but this is almost as rare as it 


is mysterious. In the great majority of 
cases the malady follows some deter- 
minable lowering of vitality. This may 
be the result of exposure or due to the 
weakening effects of some other disease, 
the grip being of sinister no6tability in 
this respect. Then there is post-opera- 
tive pneumonia, so dreaded by surgeons. 
Of course, the leaflet does not fail to 
add its warning as to the relation of 
alcohol to pneumonia. The one, it says, 
is the handmaiden of the other, “and 
none is more certain or more. sure of 
success, especially if liberally and con- 
tinuously used.’”” <A’ bit tautological, 
that, but never mind if the. repetition 
give emphasis.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the discussion of the various prop- 
ositions to increace our army, now 
bending ‘before Congress, there is dan- 
ger of being misled by matters which | 
are not of the essence. -It seems to me 
that the essential questions pod simple: 


thorities that the minimum ae of a 
mobile army necessary to make us 
safe against invagion should be 500,000 
men. 

Second—Inasmuch as no one proposes 
to raise our regular army to such a 
size, this force must be found in some 
body of trained citizens—men who are 
not professional soldiers, but who. will | 
leave their civil occupations at. the out- 
break of war to take their wacwe in 
the ranks. 

Third—The mobile regular army with- 
in the United States amounts now. to 
about 30,000 men. Our militia amounts 
to 129,000 men. As no responsible au- 
thority has suggested an increase of 
our mobile regular army by more than 
100,000 men, (the larger figures which 
have been mentioned include coast ‘ar- 
lillery, foreign garrisons, noncom- 
batants, &c.,) and ag any increase which 
Congress will probably grant will be 
very much smaller than such 100,000 
men, it is evident that the problem re- 
duces down to the creation of a mini- 
mum additional force of citizen. sol- 
diery of from 250,000 to 350,000. men. . 
To meet this nged, two propositions 
are now being discussed before. the 
committee of Congress. One is the 
proposition of the War Department to 
create a force of Federal volunteers, 
amounting eventually. to 400,000. men, 
to be called the Continental Army. This 
force is to be wholly under the control 
of the National Government; it is to be 
trained intensively for ‘short periods, the 
number and duration of such periods to 
be yet determined upon, and then the 
men are to be turned into a reserve for 
the remainder of their enlistment where 
they will have practically no duties ex- 
cept to serve in case of war. 

The present organizations of the Na- 
tional Guard, which is in fact a State 
and- not a national foree, are to be free 
to transfer themselyes over into this 
new ._Continental Army just as soon 
as they obtain the consent of their re- 
spective States to such a transfer, or, 
if they prefer, they may remain in their 
present status ag militia subject to the 
call of the National Government only for 
certain purposes.and under certain con- 
ditions. 

The other proposition comes from 
certain members of the National Guard. 
These gentlemen strongly oppose the 
creation of any purely Federal force 
or any force of citizen soldiery beyond 
the National Guard. 

They propose to raise the numbers of 
the Guard by paying them from the 
Federal Treasury for Services which 
have thus far been wholly unpaid from 
any source. They also propose, in re- 
turn for such pay, that the powers of 
the Federal Government over them shall 
be somewhat increased, although they 
shall still remain a State force of militia 
and continue to be subject to call from 
the various States for atate duty, as 
at present. 

The discussions Which ‘hats taken 
place hitherto, so far as I have been 
mace acquainted with them, and which 
have been found in several letters to 
THE Times, haye confined themselves 
to this second question of the amount 
of Federal control over the National 
Guard, or “* Federalization,”” which can 
be obtained ‘under our present Federal 
Constitution without further amend- 
ment. The first question, of whether 
by any such Federalization, which leaves 
the National Guard still under the con- 
trol of the States, we can, even with 
the help of pay, abtain a force of citi- 
zen soldiers of the size which all admit 
to be necessary, has been left entirely 
untouched in the discussion. It-.seems 
to me that this is the vital question 
now before Congress. What we want is 
more trained men to defend us in case 
of war. <Any legislation which would 
simply result in paying more money 
to the men we already have, without 
producing any more men, would be a 
lame and impotent conclusion to the 
present agitation for preparedness. 
The only way in which these repre- 
sentatives of the National Guard pro- 
pose to obtain these men is by paying 
to the members of the Guard, from the 
Federal Treasury, amounts of money 
which would be equivalent to about $1 
per night for each of their weekly drills, 
commissioned officers to. receive some- 
what more. 


I think it can be demonstrated that 
this proposal would not produce the 
necessary results; that the present 
numbers of the Guard are limited by 
causes which this proposal does not 
reach; that if these causes were re- 
moved, the numbers of our citizen 
soldiery could be increased without giv- 
ing them Individual pay; and that so 
long as the causes exist individual pay 
would not only be ineffective, but would 
introduce into our system a false theory 
which would inevitably retard and per- 
haps prevent an ultimate proper solu- 
tion of our military problem. 

A few. comparative figures. will, I 
think, make this clear, In 1903, by the

English-speaking countries enlist in 
their forces of unpaid citizen soldiery..in 
very much greater numbers in propor- 
tion to their population than do. our 
young men enlist in our National Guard. 

Prior to the European war the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain, with a pop- 


ulation of about °41,000,000, had ‘in its: 


territorial army 817,000 citizen soldiers, 
none of whom was paid. If our. young 


men enlisted. in similar numbers ‘our /} 


National Guard would’ consist of over 
700,000 instead of 129,000 men. ‘The. Do- 
minion: of Canada, with a population of 
a little over 7,000,000, had before the 
European war a national citizen soldiery 
of about 64,000 men, none of whom was 
paid. If our young men enlisted in siml- 
lar numbers our National Guard would 
consist: of over 800,000. In other words, 
five young Englishmen and six young 
Canadians are willing to serve in their 
unpaid citizen soldiery where one young 
American serves in our National Guard. 

The proposition ‘of the National Guard 
says in. effect that young Americans are 
just that much less patriotic than young 
Englishmen or young Canadians, and 
that to get the numbers we must: fur- 
nish the pay where neither of these 
other countries furnishes them with pay. 
I do not believe this is true. I -believe 
that the discrepancy is due to another 
reason, the reason that here we are pro- 
ceeding upon a false and vicious sys-. 
tem which handicaps the patriotism 
which would otherwise furnish the men, 
I believe that the defect which keeps our 
citizen soldiery below’ the numbers of 
these other English-speaking countries 
is the same defect which has made in- 
effective the work of the Federal Gov- 
ernment and of the National Guard itself 
during the past twelve years, and that 
it must be removed before our system 
can be. made effective. ‘ 

This defect ‘is that we are trying to 
force our militia to serve two masters; 
we are trying to create a ‘national army 
out of what is primarily a State or local 
force; we are trying to make the same 
men serve both as soldiers and as police. 
It cannot be done. It works evil in both 
directions. It tempts the States to slur 
their police duties and to rely wholly 
upon unpaid citizen soldiery for that 
purpose. Instead of orgarizing forces 
of paid policemen for this primary duty 
of preserving order, our States have falt- 
en back upon their militia, .This results 
in-every petty riot being. treated as-an 
insurrection. Upon a force of citizens 
with deadly weapons in their hands is 
thrown a duty which could better be 
performed by policemen and a club, + 

On the other side, throughout the na- 
tion at large, there has gradually grown 
up among our laboring classes the feel- 
ing that citizen sildiers represent a dif- 
ferent class of community, and are main- 
tained for the purpose ‘of being used 
against labor. Instead of regarding thé 
militiaman as a citizen training to per- 
form his duty of defending the ‘country 
in case of real ‘war, the labor man has 
come to regard him as a representative 
of capital being trained as a policeman 
against labor. However faulty this view, 
it is vigorously held and has been en- 
couraged by our. false dual system. 
Thus, throughout great sections of the 
country, there has developed an unwil- 
lingness to undergo any military train- 
ing whatever on the ‘part of the very 
people who have most to gain from such 
training and upon whom the country 
should most rely for its citizen soldiery. 

Other faults of the dual system show 
themselves in many ways. Instead of 
being trained through brief but contin- 
uous periods of intensive work: with the 
colors and thereafter being left compar- 
atively free as reservists, our militia 
are held to comparatively long periods 
with the colors under a system of weekly 
armory drills, a.system which {is not only 
the least effective way to teach a man to 
be @ soldier, but it also tends, from the 
length of time during which it imposes 
a continual though slight obligation upon 
him, to.discourage enlistments.

if They Accept Free Fare.

It was learned on good authority: yes- 
terday that any golfer who takes advan- 
tage of the offer of the Del Monte Golf 
and Country Club to furnish. a special 
train from Chicago to the coast for the 


| Western amatéur championship free to 


contestants would be barred from. par- 
ticipating in golf tournaments that are 
held under the auspices of the United 
States Golf. Association. Specifically 
this ‘means that the first punishment 


‘for. such action would be disbarment 


frém participation in the national ama- 
teur championship, with the ultimate 
punishment of being disqualified as an 
amateur. 

Before the annual »meeting, of the 
Western Golf Association which was 


held at Chicago, Jan, 15, one day after 


the. meeting of the U. S.:G; A. Presi- 


‘dent Woodward of thé U. S, G, A. ex- 


pressed the opinion that the acceptance 
of the offer of the Del Monte Club would 
net be in consonance with the spirit of 
the amateur rule and the Executive 
Committee of the W. G, A. took the 
Same view. At the meeting, however, 
the delegates overruled the Executive 
Committee and voted’ that the tourna- 
ment be awarded to Del Monte, with an 
éxpression by a majority vote that it 
‘was the sense of the meeting that the 
offer be accepted. 

Once more President Woodward, who 
is a member of the Denver Country 
Club, tried to avert a clash between the 
Western Association and the U. S. G. A, 
and he has not given up hope of influ- 
encing the Executive Committee of the 
W. G. A. to rule counter to the wishes 
of the majority of delegates-as ex- 
pressed at the annual meeting, for it is 
with the Executive Committee that the 
matter finally rests. He pointed out 
that if free transportation was acceptea 
there would be no limit to the evils that 
might enter through this breach, and 
clubs would bid for the annual cham- 
pionship and givé as inducements free 
transportation, free board, free caddies, 
free balls, and everything else that 
could be thought of in connection with 
golf.

Com- 
missioner Ward intimated that any at- 
tempt to continue the work before plans 
had. been passed upon by him would 
result in legal steps on his part. © 


a To Study the Preblems. 


The .engineering necessities which, ‘it 
is .said, require a building of a large, 
unsightly form, will be investigated by 
the Park Department: before any plans 
are finally approved by Commissioner 
Ward and Carl F. Pilat, landscape arch- 
itect of the Park Department. fficials 
of. the Board of Water Supply have said

The Commissioner's Letter. 
The letter which Commissioner Ward 
wrote yesterday to the Board of Water 
Supply follows; 


Feb. 7, 1916. 
Board of Water Supply, New York City. 

Gentlemen: In regard to the structure now 
being erected in Morningside Park by your 
board, I have, up to the present time, as- 

d in good faith that the building was 
of an entirely temporary nature, in accord- 
ance with the permit granted by thig de- 
partment. : 

Yesterday I was sufficiently recovered 
from a serious iliness to allow for a per- 
sonal inspection of the building. I am as- 
tonished to find a solid steel frame structure 
of great height, which bears all the ear- 
marks of being permanent. Let me remind 
you that no permanent structure can be 
erected in the parks of the City of New 
York unless the design, complete working 
plana, and elevations, &c., are submitted to 
the Park Commissioner, and, if aproved by 
him, the approval of the Art Commission 
must further be obtained before any work 
of actual construction can begifi. No plans 
for a permanent structure have ever been 
submitted to this department for its ap- 
proval. 

Until such time as plans have been sub- 
mitted and duly aproved all work at this 
point must cease, unless your board can 

ve me written assurance that this is in 
act as well as in name a temporary struc- 
ture which will be entirely demolished in 
due time. , 

In passing upon such plans as you may 
submit two .considerations are paramount. 
First, that the building be low and occupy 
the least possible amount of park~ space; 
second,. that from an architectural stand- 
point it-be worthy of the city and so un- 
objectionable as to conform readily to the 
landscape features of the park. 

In this connection I would also request 
you to’ disregard a letter sent out during 
my absence from this office, under date of 
July 6, 1915, and signed for me by an as- 
sistant, since the suggestions therein con- 
tained do not express my views, I have 
never regarded favorably the plan of in- 
cluding a comfort station or tool house in 
the structure.

The. apparent permanency of ~ the 
structure was called to the attention of 
Tre TrMes in a letter received two weeks 
ago from a resident of Morningside 
Drive. /. While it had been generally 
known‘that the Board of Water Supply 
had received permission to build the 


city tunnel for the Catskill aqueduct 
supply ‘under the parks and to sink 
sha’ in. the parks to aid in the con- 
struction, it was the general under- 
standing that the Board of Water Sup- 
ply ~hi promised to leave the par 
as they found them and not to encroach 
upon the public recreation lands by 
placing any superstructures there. 

Tus Times investigation of the Morn- 
ingside Park encroachment disclosed that 
on ay 15, 1911, while Charles Stover 
was. Park Commissioned, the Board of 
Water Supply had written-to the Park 
Department, making the request to place 
superstructures there. But it was agreed,

GUARD SUES MRS. STILLMAN 


Former Aqueduct Policeman Wants 
$25,000 Damages. © 


Because female employes on neighbor- 
ing estates had been annoyed, and be- 
cause of the excitement caused by So- 
clalistic and Black Hand agitators in 
the Summer of 1913, Mrs. Ann U. Still- 
man, wife of James A. Stillman, Vice 
President of the National City Bank, 
resolved to employ a watchman to look 
after her home in the Pocantico Hills. 
William. J. McCay was employed, and 
he was discharged in January, 1915. He 
sued Mrs. Stillman for $25,000 for al- 
leged breach of contract, and the trial 


of the suit was begun yesterday before 
Justice Goff and a jury in the Supreme 


urt. 

McCay testified he. saw the house- 
keeper, Mrs, Louise Charles; and told 
her he was earning $90 a month as an 
re ab og policeman. -He explained, he 
said, that the pest was under the civil 
service and was practi y for life. 
He said Mrs. Charles told him if. he 
were employed he would have a rr 
manent place, and that he was hi at 
$100 a month. 

In a subsequent talk with Mrs, Still- 
man, McCay said he told her he had a 
wite and children to support and if he 
took the piace it would have to be 
steady and that Mrs. Stillman promised 
that it would be. In- January, 1914, 
Mrs. Stillman’s shag 4 ‘Mrs. Grace 
Munson, told him Mrs. Stiliman had suf- 
fered some financial losses and could 
only pay him $75 a month. In the fol- 
lowing Summer a coachman left and 
‘McCay said he was told if he would look 
after the stable”he would be ‘retained in 
his ee Ag at $50 a month, ‘ 

H, Smyth, Mrs. Stillman’s counsel, 
elicited the admission from the plaintiff 
that he was under charges ‘ore the 
Aqueduct Police Board and was await- 
ing a decision as a result of them. It 
also appeared that he had received no 
pay as a policeman for about three 
months before he ‘went to work for the 
Stillmans. Mrs. Stillman said she re- 
membered speaking to McCay about his 
work, but that the details were left to 
her housekeeper and her secretary. 

Testimony of other witnesses was to 
the effect that McCay’s services had not 
been satisfactory, that he had been 
found asleep when he was needed to 
look after the furnace and for other 
needed work at night, and that he had 
defaulted in his visit to the time clock. 
The trial will be continued today. 


MAYOR COMMENDS BROWN. 


Says Senator’s Report Embodied 
Some, but Not All of His Ideas. 


Mayor Mitchel issued a statement yes- 
terday expressing approval of the report 
on the city’s financial reforms as rec- 
cmmended by the Brown Legislative 
Committee. The Mayor said: 

‘* Everything which Senator Brown 
recommends is good, and will de helpful 
to the city. I am glad that he has ac- 
cepted so many of my recommendations. 
I,. of course, do not believe that it is 
necessary to have a referendum before 
the city be given the home rule control 
of its own expenditures, but I notice 
that the report says that the referen- 
dum will be necessary only if New York 
City’s representatives fail to: accept the 
bills. I feel, of course, that New. York 
City’s representatives should agree to 
aecept and support these bills, which 
would give us home rule in these mat- 
ters now without waiting for a refer- 
endum. 

“On the other hand, I regret that 
Senator Brown's committee has not 
recommended some of the most im- 
portant things which I suggested to him 
as a part of my program for the finan- 
cial relief of the city. The report does 
not recommend the apportionment to 
the city of its fair share of the high- 
way bond issue. It does not recom- 
mend that the proceeds of the stock 
transfer tax, amounting to $4,000,000 a 
year, be turned over to the city.. It 
does not recommend the repeal of the 
State aid law, which, if done, would re- 
lieve the city of $1,300,000 a year now 
expended for the maintenance of rural 
by-ways. It does. not recommend 
against the va gm geben of State funds 
for purely local improvements in various 
districts of the State toward which the 
city wasscalled upon to contribtite some 
$2,000,000 in this year’s direct tax." 


SMALLER LOANS NUMEROUS 


Reviewing Successful Year, Provi- 
dent Society Hears Report. 


The twenty-first annual report of the 
Provident Loan Society, of which James 
Speyer is President, shows that. the so- 
ciety made 571,059 loans in 1915. These 
amounted to $19,544,534, an average of 
$34.23 a loan. The volume of work 


marked a new record in the society's 
go mgt 

At the end of the year the number of 
loans outstanding was 294,098 amount- 
ing to $9,815,173, showing 4,608 fewer 
loans outstanding than at the beginning 
of the year. 











The yesteid now owns outright ten 
office buildings exclusively occupied 
for its own work. This represents an 
investment of more than $1,830,000. 
It was announced at yesterday’s meet- 
ing“that an additional - building would 
be erected in the upper Manhattan. - 
‘*The transactions of our -society,”’ 
said President Speyer in his report to 
the Trustees, ‘‘ were a valuable indica- 
tion of the changes in economic condi- 
tions. Its value as providing financial 
assistance to those tacaporaree in need 
was never better illustrated than’ last 
year. <A study of the statistical analysis 
of the loans according to amount shows 
that the larger percentage of the number 
is for small amounts, and in this connec- 
tion it should.be understood that, con- 
sidering overhead charges, &c., almost 
all these small loans are made without 
profit to the society. We hope. to 
able further to increase our usefulness 
to’ the people of our city during the 


coming year.”

Witness Tells of State Board’s Op- 
position and Friction Between 
Kingsbury and Hebberd. 


‘The testimony of Second Deputy Com- 
missioner of Charities William J. Doher- 
ty before .Commissioner Charles H. 
Strong in the Governor’s. charities in- 
quiry at the Bar Association Bulliding is 
arousing a storm of protest among per- 
sons connected with the institutions. 
Protests, complaints, and attacks have 
come from different sources. Father 
Courtney, Supervisor of Catholic Insti- 
tutions, for example, was quotéd yester- 
day as saying of Mr. Doherty, who is 
also a Catholic, that ‘he had ‘no pa- 
tience with a’ man who deems it his 
vocation to tear up institution after in- 
stitution and make it appear that men 
and ‘women who have given their lives 
to the care of children are practically 
criminals living on the spoils.’’ 

Mr. Doherty was cross-examined by 
John M. Bowers, counsel for the State 
Board of Charities, at yesterday’s ses- 
sion of the inquiry, and during the cross- 
examination Mr. Bowers suggested that 
Mr. Doherty’s testimony indicated that 
he was an idealist in the field of charity. 
Mr. Doherty reiterated his assertion dur- 
ing the day that there had been much 
opposition to the investigations con- 
ducted -by his committee in. the local 
institutions, the Catholic institutions 
particularly, and when. agked by Com- 
missioner. Strong why he had not re- 
quested the State Board to withhold the 
certificate of the Mission of the Im- 
maculate Virgin on Staten Island he 
said: \ 

“My experience with Mr. Mulry 
{Thomas M. Mulry of the State Board] 
showed that the State Board was an- 
tagonistic; and then there has always 
been friction between Mr. Kingsbury 
and Robert W. Hebberd, Secretary of 
the State Board, and there certainly has 
been no spirit of co-operation.’’ Mr. 
Doherty expressed the opinion that 
some of the institutions he had inspect- 
ed should be put out of business, but 
said that many of them had made great 


reforms. since the City Charities »De- 
ent began its investigations in

Mr. Bowers devoted most of the after- 
noon to the report that had been ren- 
dered after the inspection of the Do- 
minican Convent of Our Lady of the 
Rosary, at 329-333 East Sixty-third 
Street, Manhattan. Mr. Doherty signed 
this report, but it was brought out that 
it had been written by two members 
of his committee, Dr, . R. Reeder 
and Dr. Ludwig B. Bernstein. This 
was not one of the institutions that Mr. 
Doherty criticised in his testimony last 
week, but it is understood that Dr. Ree- 
der or Dr. Bernstein will be called ,to 
the stand to give testimony regarding 
the conditions found in it. The insti- 
tution was found to be scrupulously 
clean, and the main criticism made 
against it had to do with the lack of 
educational and recreational opportuni- 
ties of the children cared for. 

Mr. Bowers attempted to show that 
the committee had been hypercritical in 
its criticisms. He pointed out that it 
criticised many institutions because they 
were dirty, and criticised this one be- 
cause of too much cleanliness. 

One vigorous protest against Mr. Do- 
herty’s testimony of last week was re- 
ceived yesterday in the form of a letter 
from President Frank Wuttge of the 
German Odd Fellows’ Home Association 
in Yonkers. Mr. Wuttge wrote to Com- 
missioner Strong defending the institu- 
tion and asking him to set a public 
hearing on the charges made against 
the institution by r. Doherty. Mr. 
Wuttse sent with his letter a commu- 
nication that he had received from
